FIRES WERE NEVER MORE 
EXPENSIVE THAN THEY 
ARE TODAY 


Fire Prevention Week is of 
“top priority” to the American 
farmer. According to the National 
Fire Protection Association, spon- 
sor of Fire’ Prevention Week, 
“Fires Were Never More Expen- 
sive Than They Are Today.” 
Many farms are uninsured; some 
building. materials are at all- time 
peak prices; others, are impos- 
sible to get. With the need for 
certain foods, “You just can’t af- 
ford to have a fire today.” _ 

Most farm buildings are of 
wood, built with little thought for 
firesafety. Hay, grain, straw, 
food, and other materials stored 
in farms burn rapidly. In spite of 
this, farms usually have no water 
or apparatus to put out the fire 
that starts;.and in many isolated 
communities,. organized fire de- 
partments are a long way off. 

' The majority of farm fires are 
due to.just seven causes—all 
largely preventable, The approxi- 


mate order of their importance 
is listed as follows: fs 4% 
1. Defective chimneys 


and 
heating apparatus. . 
2. Combustible Roofs. 
8. Lightning. 
4, Spontaneous Ignition. 
5. Misuse of Electricity. 
6. Careless smoking and handl- 
ing of matches. 
-7. Improper use and storage of 
gasoline and kerosene. 
Fire Prevention is a 365- day 
“chore”, says Ed Rebman, county 
agr’l agent, but farmers place 
special emphasis . on eliminating 
fire hazards during Fire Prevent- 
ion Week. It doesn’t make much 
sense to work for years and. bring 
a farm to peak efficiency only to 


cause someone caused a fire by 
smoking thoughtlessly or was care- 
ess when “gassing up” the tractor.

Leonard pointed out that last | 


year in Michigan alone 7,494 ped- 
estrians ‘were injured and 419 
killed. 

“Tt isn’t always : 
fault,” he stated. “Pedestrians 
take unnecessary chances. and 
make themselves targets. for in- 
jury 
night. Nevertheless drivers should 
be on watch for them, for it isn’t 
pleasant to kill or injure a person 
even though you may. not be at 
fault.” . 

Statistics reported by 29 states 
show that night time driving. is 
281% percent more dangerous in 
the number of accidents which are 
fatal and the night mileage death 
rate is three times the day death 
rate for cities and 2% times the 
day rate for rural areas.

NOBEL PRIZE: 


To American Negro 


Dr. Ralph Bunche, U.N. media- 
tor. who brought an end to conflict 
in ‘the Holy Land, was awarded 


‘the Nobel peace prize for 1950. 


Dr. Bunche, grandson of an Amer- 
ican Negro slave, is the first of. his 


_ race to receive the peace prize. It 


will be presented’ to him Decem- 
ber 10, He will receive $23, oo and a 
gold medal. 

A member of the U.S. late de- 
partment, Dr. Bunche was loaned 
to the United Nations in 1946. He 
succeeded Count Folke Bernadotte 
of Sweden ‘as the U.N. mediator in 


Palestine after Bernadotte was as-° 


sassinated in .1948, effected an ar- 
mistice and. ended the bitter clash 
between Jews and Arabs. 

‘When informed of the awar rd, he 
paid tribute to his predecessor for 


laying the essential foundations of. 


the Palestine agreements. 


“At this moment, I cannot for- 


get that Count Bernadotte and .10 
other members of our team gave 
their lives in the effort to restore 
peace to Palestine,” he said.

“tions cof ‘the Bible haven’t 
changed the Book; they are simply 
helping the‘veader'to‘get back to the 
ideas “of the ‘original ‘apostles and 
prophets; they are putting the Bible 
again. into the language people ac- 
tually spéak. 

Some ‘of the more important ver- 
sions may be noted here. Practical- 
ty all the churches of Protestant 
North America have been co-opera- 
ting through the International 
“Council! of Religious Education, 
in producing what is called the ‘‘Re- 
vised Standard Version’’ of which 
‘the New Testament is already out, 
and very popular too. The whole 
Bible in this version is due to be 
off the press by September 1952.

New Poisen Gives 
Good Rat Control 


. Farmers and others whe are us- 
ed to quick killing rat ang house 
poisons will find that the new poi- 
son “warfarin” is slow but sure, 
says B, D. Kuhn, state agricultur- 
al extension leader at Michigan 
State College, 

_ Warfarin, according to exten- 
sive tests hy federal and. private 
agencies, promises to be an im- 
portant rat-killer for farm use, 


though it is not a fast killer like 


red squill, It requires several days 
for warfarin to work. Rats and 
mice need to eat only a small 
amount each day for about five 
days before death oceurs. 

. The poison is odorless and taste- 
less and.once rats start eating it, 
they do not stop until they are 
too far gone. For this reason, 
many may die unnoticed in their 
burrows in the ground. 

County agricultural agents are 
reporting that warfarin gives 
farmers one of the best tools to 
use in getting rid of rats and mice. 
It can be used safely on farms if 
reasonable precautions are taken 
to keep it out of the reach of live- 
stock and pets. 

Several manufacturers make 
the new poison, which was devel- 


oped by research at the University 
of Wisconsin, 

Rat and mouse contro} still re- 
mains a four point program, Kuhn 
advised. First, kill the rats and 
mice; secondly, take away trash 
in buildings and yards in which 
rats and mice live and breed. 
Next step is to make foundations, 
feed rooms, and bins rat and 
mouse proof, The fourth and most 
important step is the maintenance 
of neat, clean buildings and yards 
-o discourage this vermin. —
